Snow from Winter Storm 
Thor 2015 is long gone, but the 
events of Wednesday, March 4, 
will be forever etched in Andria 
Brockwell’s mind. Brockwell, 
traveling on the Western 
Kentucky Parkway, was stranded 
for 13 hours in one spot and 
about four hours in another spot 
on the Parkway. 

Brockwell, a 2014 graduate of 
Fulton County High School, now 
a freshman at Lindsey Wilson 


College, left Columbia around 
5 p.m. on March 4. “I left as 
soon as I found out classes were 
canceled on Thursday,” she said. 
“I was coming home for spring 
break.” 

Brockwell traveled for 
approximately 128 miles on the 
Parkway before being stranded 
the first time right outside of 
Central City. Kentucky State 
Police shut the road down,

Members of the Fulton County 
Fiscal Court agreed to pursue 
plans for a 168-bed addition 
on Monday, March 16 during 
the Fulton County Fiscal Court 
meeting. “ Members of the court 
reviewed budget numbers for the 
cost of the expansion and have 
agreed for Fulton County Jailer 
Ricky Parnell to move forward 
with his plans to pursue the 
addition. 

“We have a meeting in 
Frankfort on April 2,” he said. 


“We need the final approval from 
the Department of Corrections.” 

Reasons for adding this 
addition include the fact that the 
inmate population at the detention 
center is over 100%. “We brought 
many new programs into the 
jail including the SAP program 
and we are even looking at a 
program to teach the inmates how 
to balance a checkbook,” stated 
Jailer Parnell. 

Of course, increasing the 
number of beds in the Fulton 
County jail does bring with it 
some risk. “There is always risk. 


Nothing we do is without risk,” 
added Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive Jim Martin. “Right 
now the jail is operating with a 
population of 111%,” he said. 
“That could change and that is the 
risk.” 

Benefits for the county 
associated with the recent success 
of the detention center include a 
$277,000 direct cash contribution 
from the center for the ambulance 
service, 911 and sheriff’s 
department.

Riverine is one of three local fisheries

Riverine Fisheries is inching 
closer to making their way to the 
Elvis J. Stahr Harbor. An update 
on their progress was provided 
by members of the Hickman 
Commission on Monday, March 
9. 

During the update it was noted 
that John Wiley Gannon is now 
employed by the fishery. “They 
are waiting for a part and it could 
be a month or two for the part to 


come in,” stated Commissioner 
David Weatherly. “Once that 
part comes in it will take 
approximately 7-10 days for the 
Riverine ship to make their way 
to Hickman from New Orleans 
where the boat is currently 
docked.” 

They have also had some of 
the fish tested and everything 
seems to be falling into place. 
The Commission noted that 
Riverine’s estimated arrival time 
in Hickman could possibly be 


early summer. 

Mary Anne Medlock, with 
the Purchase Area Development 
District, noted that Riverine will 
be one of the fisheries in the area. 
“Blue Shore, located in Mayfield, 
will be taking over the Tri City 
Cat Fish Farm,” she said. “What 
they call blue snapper and we 
call Asian Carp will be processed 
in their facility. 

Medlock also noted that they

Mathews addresses City’s infrastructure, sewer issues

Two big snows and several 
inches of rain have caused the 
pumps at the lift stations of 
Hickman to work overtime. 
During the March 9 City 
Commission meeting Jeremy 
Mathews reiterated this fact when 
he addressed the Commission to 
discuss sewer issues, the pumps 
and the aging infrastructure. 

“The current pumps can not 
begin to handle the extra water 
from the rain and the snow,” noted 


Mathews. “Especially in the area 
of Ponderosa Dr. I had several 
calls asking for assistance.” 

Mathews asked the 
Commission to add more pumps 
in the area of the lagoon. “Maybe 
adding more pumps would help 
the entire town,” he said. 

Commissioner David 

Weatherly suggested that they 
add seals to the manhole covers. 
“There are kits that are available 
but they cost approximately $100 
each,” added Commissioner 
Weatherly. “We could possibly 


do a few at a time.” 

Adding the covers won’t 
stop rain water from entering 
the sewer system. “Some of the 
storm drains are connected to our 
(sanitary) sewer system,” noted 
City Manager Johnny McTurner. 

Mathews also requested 
assistance with a sewer issue in the 
area of Sunset St. in the Southern 
Heights subdivision. “Not having 
a building inspector hinders the 
city from policing things,” he

became active in FFA as a 
freshman at FCHS. “FFA has 
helped me a lot and has provided 
me experiences that have 
helped me to decide to major 
in agribusiness,” he added. “Ag 
Career Day is an added benefit 
and a bonus providing the 
opportunity to hear from all the 
presenters.” 

Collins would like other 
students to take advantage of 
programs like FFA, Ag Career 
Day and more to help them decide 
what career path they would like 
to study in college. 

Matt Moss, a graduate of 
FCHS, obtained his degree in 
criminal justice and psychology 
but decided to stay in Fulton 
County. “This is my hometown 
and I decided I wanted to stay and 
be involved in the community 
here,” he said. “Raising hogs and 
growing row crops on the family 
farm was a perfect opportunity 
for me to stay in the area where I 
grew up, where I love to be.” 

Now, by being a presenter, 
Moss is giving back to his 
beloved community. “I want to 
see our population increase,” 
he said. “I don’t like seeing the 
decline in population. We have to 
provide our youth opportunities 
to stay.” 

Farming for the last six years, 
Moss spends on average 1 1/2 
hours a day tending to the hogs 
on his farm. During Ag Career 
Day Moss had a partner, a three- 
week old Yorkshire pig. These 
pigs spend 20 weeks on the 
farm. “If nothing comes up like 
a pig expiring or repairs needing 
to be made we tend to them for 
210 hours raising them,” he 
explained. 

Moss also explained to the 
students that there are many 
other career related fields 
that involve raising hogs and 
producing row crops. “Maybe 
they don’t want to till the land 
and plant seed,” he said. “There 
are many other careers they can 
choose from such as working in a 
financial institution or becoming 
an electrician, plumber or even a 
veterinarian.” 

The Andersons representative 
Cory Workman, who has been 
with the national company for 
seven years full time always 
knew he wanted to do something 
related to agriculture. “My 
father was in agriculture and my 
brother farms, so the foundation 
of our family has always been in 
agriculture,” he explained. 

Workman, is a grain originator 
for The Andersons who own and 
operate 40 elevators across eight 
states, buys grain from farmers. “I 
manage risk for my customers,” 
he said. “I am looking to make 
them as much as possible for 
their grain.” Workman does this 
by researching not only the local 
market, but also the country as 
a hole and globally, all markets 
play a role in those prices. 

Workman realizes not everyone 
is going to be interested in 
agricultural or related fields, but 
was happy to see some of the 
students perk up and pay attention 
throughout the day. “Some were 
definitely interested and asked 
questions,” he said. “I believe in 
the future of Ag. I believe it is 
the most sustainable industry in 
the area. Obviously we have an 
age gap currently in this industry. 
So it is important that this 
generation coming up realizes the 
opportunities agricultural related 
fields can provide for them in the 
future.”

be granted, with regard to the 
property changing hands down 
the road.

Blueberries, strawberries 
found to prevent mental decline 
in study of older women 

Regular consumption of 
berries, such as blueberries or 
strawberries, may help keep your 
brain functioning well as you 
age, new research suggests. 

The study found that women 
with the highest intake of berries 
appeared to delay cognitive aging 
by up to 2.5 years. Cognition 
refers to brain activities such 
as thinking, remembering and 
reasoning. 

“Given that we know that fruits 
and vegetables are good for our 
health in general, our findings 
add to the idea that we should 
be consuming more, especially 
berries, as a way to help maintain 
memory in older ages,” said the 
study’s lead author, Elizabeth 
Devore, an instructor in medicine 
at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital and Harvard Medical 
School, in Boston. 

“Berries area a simple dietary 
intervention that may be helpful 
to the brain,” Devore added. 

Results of the study were 
published online April 26 in the 
Annals of Neurology. 

Berries and other fruits and 
vegetables are rich in substances 
known as flavonoids. Flavonoids 
help protect the body’s cells 
from damage and reduce 
inflammation. 

“Flavonoids, which are 
antioxidants found in berries, 
apples, citrus fruits, tea, red wine 
and onions, have been shown to 
reduce the risk of chronic diseases 
such as heart disease, diabetes and 
cancers,” explained nutritionist 
Nancy Cooperman, director of 
public health initiatives at the 
North Shore-LIJ Health System 
in Great Neck, N.Y. 

Berries contain a particular 
flavonoid called anthocyanidin. 
Devore said anthocyanidin 
helps give berries their rich 
colors, and it’s found in fruits 
such as raspberries, blueberries, 
strawberries, cherries, 

elderberries, and red and concord 
grapes. 

Devore explained that one of 
the things that’s special about 
anthocyanidins is that they can 
cross the blood-brain barrier 
and that these flavonoids tend to 
locate in the areas of the brain 
responsible for memory and 
learning. 

Another recent study, also 


from Harvard but from a 
different group of researchers, 
recently found that berries might 
help reduce a man’s risk of 
Parkinson’s disease. 

The current study included 
data on food consumption 
from the U.S. Nurses’ Health 
Study, which began in 1980 and 
collected dietary information 
every four years. In the period 
between 1995 and 2001, the 
researchers began measuring 
cognitive function in just over 
16,000 female volunteers. 

At the time the researchers 
started measuring cognitive 
function, all of the study 
participants were older than 70. 
Cognitive function was measured 
twice with a two-year interval 
between each assessment. 

The investigators found that 
women who had the highest 
intake of blueberries (more 
than one serving a week) and 
strawberries (more than twice 
a week), appeared to delay 
cognitive aging, but there wasn’t 
enough consumption of other 
berries, cherries or grapes to be 
able to study the effects of these 
fruits. A serving of blueberries 
or strawberries is a half-cup, she 
noted. 

Commenting on the study, Dr. 
Robert Graham, an internist at 
Lenox Hill Hospital in New York 
City, said: “Large epidemiological 
studies, such as this one, add to 
the basic science research that 
the anti-inflammatory properties 
of berries have a beneficial role 
in age-related cognitive decline. 
I would advise all my patients, 
at any age, to eat more berries. 
Berries are an easy, nutritious 
and delicious way to preserve 
brain function.” 

Copperman, the nutritionist, 
said that “the current study 
demonstrates that women who 
consume the most flavonoids, 
especially berries, had a slower 
cognitive decline over time 
than women with lower intakes. 
Increasing our intakes of fruits 
and vegetables is one of the best 
ways to live a healthy life.” 

While the study found an 
association between eating 
berries and maintaining mental 
function, it did not prove a cause- 
and-effect relationship.

forcing everyone to a stand still. 
“A state trooper told me if I could 
make it to the next exit I could 
go back east and find a hotel,” 
she said. “There were two semi¬ 
trucks between me and the exit, 
so it wasn’t that far but I couldn’t 
get there.” 

After her 13 hours of being 
stopped, Brockwell began the 
rest of her journey home after 
four state troopers came and 
pushed her car to the clear path 
on the road. 

This was Thursday morning, 
March 5, when the roads all 
across the state were still 
hazardous to travel on. “I made 
it about 30 minutes down the 
road and then I was stopped for 
the second time,” she said. “This 
time I was there for four hours.” 

While stopped, Brockwell did 
have a few bottles of water and 
a blanket. “I didn’t have any 
food,” she noted. “Well actually, 
I had stopped to get gas and went 
through McDonald’s earlier 
Wednesday. I didn’t eat all of 
the French fries. So Thursday, I 
was so hungry I ate those stale, 
cold, disgusting French fries and 


they tasted so good to me at that 
point.” 

Calling for help from friends 
and loved ones in Fulton County, 
Brockwell was rescued by Jordy 
O’Neal, Cody Chessor, and 
Chris Allen. “They met me at 
the Dawson Springs exit. They 
drove on US 62 from Calvert 
City to Eddyville because I- 
24 was closed down,” she said. 
“They helped me the rest of the 
way home.” 

When the trio met up with 
Brockwell at the Dawson Springs 
exit, it took the four of them three 
hours to reach home in Fulton 
County on Thursday (March 5). 

“My drive home is usually four 
hours,” she said, “but the whole 
journey took me 23 hours.” 

Fortunately for Brockwell, the 
adventure ended on a happy note. 
“I was coming home for spring 
break and left that day trying to 
beat the storm,” she explained. 

A lesson was learned by 
Brockwell, following her 23- 
hour ordeal. “Hopefully this 
never happens again,” she said. 
“But I will have an emergency 
kit in my car from now on.”

Hazel Enterprises gobbles up unpaid tax bills 


A total of 91 delinquent tax 
bills were purchased in Fulton 
County by Hazel Enterprises, 
LLC. Owner of Hazel Enterprises 
is Ray Gough. 

Gogh also purchased 53 
delinquent tax bills totaling 
$20,657.75 and 253 in Carlisle 
County totaling $153,815.88. 

Gough is a third-party 
purchaser who is allowed to 
add up to $115 in administrative 
fees to the original amount and 
charge up to 12 percent simple 
interest in the initial amount on 
the delinquent taxes, according 
to KRS 134. 

Gough told the Gazette in a 
phone interview last week that he 
has no qualms about the business 
he is in. 

“It’s not fair for one person to 
pay their property taxes and for 
their neighbor not to pay,” he 
said. “The result of this is that 
the tax rate has to be eventually 
increased on the ones who do pay 
in order to meet the budget.” 

Gough further stated that 
it is the sheriff’s and county 
attorney’s responsibility to 
collect taxes, and that they may 
not be interested in doing so if 
they want to be re-elected. 

Gough said that even though 
residents have the risk of losing 
their property if taxes go unpaid, 
some don’t pay them because it 
takes time for the delinquent tax 
bill to catch up to them. 

He said that if a property owner 
ignores letters from the third- 
party purchaser or chooses not to 
pay, foreclosure is imminent. 

He said that while many 
believe that the third-party 
purchaser must wait 12 months 
before foreclosing, the truth is 
that the 12-month clock begins 
once the property is delinquent 
for 12 months. This means that

said. “Like the city lines, both 
sewer and water, etc.” 

Mathews was hired by a 
property owner to address a 
plumbing issue. It is unclear 
to Mathews exactly where the 
responsibility of maintaining 
and repairing the line in question 
begins for the property owner. 
The age of the infrastructure adds 
to the unclarity of the issue. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
Commission agreed to have the 
city manager research the line in 
question and visit the property 
with Public Works Manager 
Mike Hartigan before making a 
decision. 

“Sometimes it is two days 
before public works comes out 
or they don’t come at all,” added 
Mathews as he addressed the 
response time of public works 
when he needs them to determine 
if the stoppage is in the city’s 
portion of the sewer or that of 
the homeowner. If the plumbing 
issue is on the homeowner’s 
portion of the line and the city 
utilizes their jeter truck to clear 
out the line, the homeowner is 
charged a fee of $150. 

While Mathews understands 
that public works is understaffed 
and busy, he would like them to 
provide him with an estimated 
time of arrival so he can work 
around that schedule. 

“We will try to do a better job,” 
added Mayor David Lattus. 

Editor's Note: Following the 
March 9 meeting City Manager 
McTurner and Hartigan visited 
the property and determined 
that the line in question in the 
Southern Heights subdivision 
is the responsibility of the 
homeowner. “We determined 
the long service line (estimated 
at 150 feet) is required to be 
maintained by the homeowner,” 
stated McTurner.

if the property tax has been 
delinquent for more than one 
year, a third-party purchaser 
can foreclose immediately after 
initial attempts to collect have 
been unsuccessful. He said in 
many cases, the delinquent taxes 
are paid without litigation. 

It was also noted by Gough that 
the laws changed in 2010 making 
the process more appealing for 
third-party purchasers. According 
to Gough, the two main changes 
were that maximum amounts 
were put in place for fees that 
the third-party purchaser could 
charge, and that litigation fees 
could be added to the lien. He 
says that the fees incurred are 
reasonable, and that of the $115 
maximum administrative fee, $1 
goes to the county clerk’s office. 

KRS 134.452(5) states “The 
General Assembly recognizes 
that third-party purchasers play an 
important role in the delinquent 
tax collection system, allowing 
taxing districts to receive needed 
funds on a timely basis. The 
General Assembly has carefully 
considered the fees and charges 
authorized by this section and 
has determined that the amounts 


the total received $9,342.36. 
The board also received a total 
of $9,475.74 in tax receipts for 
2014 property taxes. 

Recent expenses include

established are reasonably based 
on the costs of collection fees and 
charges incurred in litigation.” 

Some property owners are 
caught off guard by this process; 
especially owners of small 
properties or vacant lots, who can 
see the cost of the delinquent tax 
certificate swell to almost 1,000 
percent of the original tax owed. 

The process can be especially 
painful if someone buys a property 
without doing a title search, and 
is unaware of a tax lien that may 
be several years old. In such 
case, the current owner does not 
receive a note from the sheriff’s 
office our county attorney, and is 
surprised by the very real threat 
of foreclosure. 

Some believe this process is 
a license to steal, and that the 
General Assembly passed this 
law without regard to people 
who are legitimately having a 
hard time financially. 

The intent of this article is 
not to argue whether or not this 
practice is ethical, but to further 
inform the public that a small tax 
bill that goes unpaid can turn out 
costing much more in the future.

Weather causing spring sports havoc

Two winter storms, coupled 
with periods of rain, have caused 
major problems for coaches of 
Spring sports. 

Snow and sleet, with the latest 
storm dumping nearly 12 inches 
on the ground, have made play¬ 
ing and practice conditions al¬ 
most impossible. 

For the Fulton County Pilots, 
field conditions at the baseball 
and softball fields are still very 
wet and soggy, with games sched¬ 
uled at home this week. 

Since the KHSAA approved 
practice sessions to begin on 
February 17th, both the baseball 
team and softball team have man¬ 
aged to be on the fields for only 
three days. 

Using the high school parking 
lot, and the hallways of the high 
school, the Pilots track team has 
also had to improvise in its early 
workouts for the season sched¬ 
ule. 

In speaking with the coaches 
of each sport, we were able to 
get their feel of the status of their 
teams, and where they are with 
their practices at this point of the 
year. 

Baseball 

The Pilots have already been 
forced to cancel six games on 
their schedule, and have delegat¬ 
ed almost all of their practice time 
in the high school gymnasium. 

For second year Head Coach 
Joe Greer and the team, battling 
the weather has been a problem 
since day one. 

“The field is not in to good of 


a shape. It’s just saturated from 
the snow and rain. Hopefully this 
week we can get it ready for our 
game Thursday, if the rain will 
hold off Wednesday. It’s just been 
practice in the gym, and you just 
can’t get a whole lot done by do¬ 
ing that.” 

As for the 15 players on this 
year’s team, Greer said they are 
giving it their best considering 
the conditions. 

“The team doesn’t look to bad 
so far. They’re coming around. I 
lost a couple of players, a Senior 
and Junior. I think right now, I 
have three Seniors and one Junior 
and five or six eighth graders. 
About three of the eighth graders 
are going to help us out this year. 
If we can get out on the field and 
practice, we can tell more about 
how things are going to look. 
We are not by ourselves, most 
all schools are going through the 
same thing.” 

Fulton County is scheduled to 
host Ballard Memorial Thursday 
afternoon at Coffey Field. 

Softball 

With the softball field consist¬ 
ing of a complete dirt infield, the 
opportunities for the Lady Pilots 
to get in outdoor fielding practice 
has been non-existent. 

To get away from the indoor 
practices, Coach Perry Jenkins 
has been outside three times, ba¬ 
sically using the outfield area and 
batting cages. 

“You can’t really do anything 
indoors,” said Jenkins. “You can’t 
get the right positions lined up. 
You can’t get the right distance 
on a throw. Can’t work on our 


bunts. All you can do is throw. 
We need weather. We need to be 
outside.” 

Jenkins said he has 13 players, 
which he called a young group 
with a lot of potential. 

“We have three Seniors. We 
need to keep this group together 
for on down the line. In the little 
bit we have been outdoors, they 
have practiced well. Without 
working on the infield, we still 
have many questions about who 
will play where, but I think that 
will work itself out in time.”

Track and Field 

The Pilots tracksters have had 
the most time outdoors after run¬ 
ning the hallways for a couple of 
weeks.

“Having to have the kids inside 
running the halls has caused us 
some problems. If it’s not raining 
or to cold, we are going outdoors.

We have an 
advantage over the baseball and 
softball teams that are having to 
deal with a swamp on their field.

called rip rap was placed to help 
erosion. Concrete slabs reinforced 
with iron rods (re-bar) has helped 
hold this mighty surge of spring. 
The rain, like the current situation, 
doesn’t help. 

Water flows to the point of least 
resistance. When the river tributar¬ 
ies such as the creeks, streams and 
smaller river’s ‘run off’ become out 
muscled by this tremendous flow 
they are forced to flow backward 
causing floods known as ‘back wa¬ 
ters’. This back water causes fields 
to flood and roads to become cov¬ 
ered. Occasionally for weeks. In re¬ 
cent years levees have been blown 
by the Army Corps of Engineers to 
relieve the river’s pressure into less 
vacant farmlands in order to save 
towns from devastation. 

Before the pumping station was 
built in West Hickman to help re¬ 
lieve the backwater, it was just con¬ 
sidered a ‘rite of spring’ to watch 
the water slowly grow into the field 
across the way. When it would start 
to get close to the road that wound 
around Bond Hill over the levee, 
it was time for action. The old ’50 
Ford would be parked on the levee 
in front of our house. Dad would 
use a rope and tie to the big cotton¬ 
wood tree, the wooden bridge that 
crossed the ditch to our driveway. 
It would be easier to retrieve and 
drag back into place when the wa¬ 
ter went down. Our house sat on 
blocks high enough for the back 
water not to get in or if it did, only 
about an inch or two. My dad and 
older brothers got to sit up all night 
to keep an eye on the water and I 
got to go with my momma and 
spend the night with my Big Mom¬ 
ma or cousins, the Cagles. 

When daylight came and the 
sun was shining, “Mark Twains” 
would come to the newly formed 
lake where a plowed field used to 
be. Makeshift rafts carrying West 
Hickman kids floated all around. 
The coffee with cream colored wa¬ 
ter carried sticks and debris into 
our yard and against the levee. 


A playground. Not deep enough 
to drown you but scary enough 
to make you wonder how many 
snakes it flushed out if you fell off 
your raft. As teenagers my friend 
Ronnie Lane and I decided to row a 
couple of pretty girls around in that 
backwater. In a boat my father had 
built or one he “borrowed” from 
his brother while he was a work, 
we took the girls out making sure 
they knew about the snakes and 
how the boat could tip so easy. We 
all agreed a motor would be more 
fun. Ronnie decided to put his face 
in the water and blow to make a 
motor boat sound. I said, “Ronnie 
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do you realize how many outdoor 
toilets flushed last night into this 
water?” We had one. He spit and 
wiped. The girls went “ewww” be¬ 
fore it was as fashionable as now. I 
don’t think he got kissed that day. 
When the water went down. The 
bridge for the ditch to our driveway 
would be dragged back over it. My 
mom would get new linoleum rugs 
from the Red Cross. The WATER 
OVER THE ROAD signs would 
be taken down...and it was spring 
in West Hickman where the train 
rolled through the levee next to Mr. 
Singleton’s pig pen on its way into 
town. - Jeff Shell

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“We did an analysis on what it 
would cost to put people out in the 
communities to work and work 
crews throughout the county 
have saved us approximately 
$600,000 which is an additional 
direct cash contribution,” added 
Judge Martin. “We are looking 
to add a food pantry center in 
Hickman and the detention center 
will help make that possible.” 

Judge Martin noted that all 
but 64 of the 172 employees at 
Parkway Regional Hospital have 
found jobs. “The remaining 64 
have been working with a Rapid 
Response Team and most of those 
employees live in and close to our 
county,” noted Judge Martin. “We 
have a responsibility to make this 


county a more attractive place to 
live. Jobs and people are leaving 
our county. The only way to turn 
it around is by creating positions 
where people spend their money 
in our county.” 

Fulton County Sheriff Bobby 
Hopper reported that 911 funding 
will be utilized to replace an 
outdated computer at dispatch 
in the amount of $23,939. “They 
will also make up the difference 
in the amount of $22,515 for 
the digital grant we received 
for new P25 radios, required by 
the federal government,” added 
Sheriff Hopper. “Our county 
has approximately $160,000 in 
911 funds for needed projects as 
they arise, more than any other 


county.” 

Judge Martin attributed the 
funding availability for the 
county from 911 is the direct 
hard work of Tommy Hodges 
and former Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher.

Farming is a way of life and a hobby for Austin Goodman 


Becoming a farmer is not only 
a hobby but a way of life for 
Austin Goodman, the son of Walt 
and Sally Goodman of Hickman. 

“I remember the first time 
I drove a tractor by myself I 


was 9 years old,” stated Austin. 
“Momma wasn’t so sure about 
it, she sat in the field all day and 
watched me. Dad would tell her 
‘Sally, he has it a lot better than 
we did.’” 


Austin remembers from a 
very young age that he wanted 
to be involved in farming. “I’ve 
wanted to farm for as long as I 
can remember,” he said. “As 
a young boy I always enjoyed 
going to the farm with my dad.” 

Growing up among the rows 
of crops and watching the soil 
produce a finished product was 
so much a part of Austin’s life 
that he would tell his mom that he 
couldn’t go to school in the fall 
because he had to help his dad on 
the farm. “I would always ride in 
the combine with dad and when 
Momma came to the field to get 
me I would cry because I wanted 
to stay until everyone else was 
finished and going home for the 
night.” 

Billy “Bill” Goodman, bom 
in Camden, Tenn., in 1925 was 
a lifetime farmer in the lower 
bottom except for his time spent 
in the U.S. Army Transportation 
Corps. He started out as a share¬ 
cropper and hired hand until he 
started his own farming operation 
that he operated with Ins three 
sons, Billy, Walt, and Clifford. 

“Back when my grandfather 
was farming dad grew up using 
tractors with no cabs,” explained 
Austin. “They didn’t have radios 
in tractors and trucks helping 
enabling them to talk back and 
forth to one another. They didn’t 
have the technology that we have 
today either like the GPS to help 
plant.” 

With so many changes since 
Austin’s grandfather was a 
farmer he has one wish. “I wish 
my grandfather was here to see 
the differences there are now in 
farming since he started back in 
the early 1900s.” 

Austin enjoys everything about 
farming. “I truly do enjoy it all,” 
he said. “Well, maybe not so 
much in the chunk picking up or 


weed chopping, but I guess that’s 
part of it as well!!”
